TEXAS CACTUS HEDGE. 


IT GROWS SUCCESSFULLY IX CALI- 


FORXIA VALLEY CLIMATE . 


The C om ing F e n c e —Stock a n d R a b ­ 
b it P ro o f—R ap id G row th, Cheap, 
Effective a n d P erp etu a l. 


To pioteet agaiust trespass has been a 
constant source of expense to the tiller of 
the soil from the beginning of agricultural 
pursuits to the present day. 
Stone wall, 
V irginia rail, 
worm, staked and rid- 
ered, }>ost and rail, mortised post, plain 
wire, barbed wire, boards, palings, pickets, 
w ith 
numerous combinations, together 
w ith several different kinds of hedge 
plants, have all been called into use for 
fencing purposes according to availability 
of m aterial and clim atic conditions. 
The 
question of economical fencing, then, is 
one th at commends itself to the earnest 
consideration 
of 
every farmer in the 
land. 
The 
R ecokd-U niox, realizing these 
facts, has taken pains to investigate the 
claims to m erit of a hedge plant now be­ 
ing introduced upon this coast', and presents 
to its readers the results of such inquiry, 
together w ith specially prepared engrav­ 
ings from photographs showing the cut­ 
tings as planted, and the hedge after a 
growth of two years. 


THE HEDGE PLANT. 
The species of cactus used for hedge 
purposes is a native of Texas, and when 
m ature reaches a higlit of from four to six

feet. 
It will not grow from the seed or 
roots, and can be propagated only from 
cuttings. 
It branches profusely with long, 
slender limbs that interlace, and are cov­ 
ered with long, slender spikes sharp as 
needles and so thick and strong as to defy 
the encroachment of anything with a 
sense of touch. 
At the age of one and 
two years it more nearly resembles the 
cultivated 
gooseberry than 
any other 
plant, but the needles are from an inch 
and a half to two inches long. 
It is a flowering plant and blooms for 
three months— May, June and Ju ly —with 
a bright yellow blossom th at opens out at 
noon with clock-like regularity and closes 
every night ju st at sundown. 
The fruit is ¡war-shaped, a little larger 


of a tenant, who rem ained in charge until 
last November, a t which tim e the property 
was rented by Jam es L. Cook. This gentle­ 
man states th at the hedge has had abso­ 
lutely no care w hatever from its planting 
up to the present time, but announces his 
intention of giving it proper attention, 
believing it to be capable of m aking the 
best fence he has ever seen. 
H e says th at 
even now there is not a horse, cow or hog 
on the ranch th at will attem pt to go 
through it, and th at it is a thorough pro­ 
tection against th e jack rabbit. 


HOW THE HEDGE LOOKS. 
There are occasional spaces or gaps 
where a cutting th at failed to grow had 
never been replaced, or where, perhaps, 
the plants were destroyed by stock when 
first beginning to grow, but these openings 
are com paratively few and are certainly 
not the fault of the plant. 
There are long 
stretches w ithout a break, so thick and 
dense th at no hog or rabbit could possibly 
get through. 
T he growth was very even 
and had an average w idth of about three 
feet. 
There are no sucker or young plants 
growing, tli only rooted cactus being the 
cuttings plan: J , and proving one thing, 
th at it is not a plar.t that will make itself 
a nuisance by spreading where it is not 
wanted. 
WHAT IS CLAIMED FOR IT. 
It is claimed th at the Texas cactus will 
make a fence in three years th at will turn 
anything from a rabbit to a wild steer. 
T hat it is the cheapest fence th at can pos­ 
sibly lie built, and a thorough protection 
against the ravages of the rabbit, and th at 
it will last forever. 
T hat it will grow in 
any kind of soil, rich or poor, sandy or 
adobe, and w ithout irrigation. 
T hat it 
requires no trim m ing, and th at w ithout it 
it grows in perfect shape. 
T hat 99 per 
cent, of the cuttings live when planted 
with proper care, and th at when m ature it 
is a flower garden, a fruit orchard and a 
hedge fence combined. 
It is not claimed 
th at it will make a perfect fence if allowed 
to be tram pled down by stock when young, 
or if the occasional cuttings which fail to 
grow are not reset. But if proper attention 
is given, it will produce a hedge that 
will exceed even the most sanguine ex­ 
pectations. 


HOW CUTTINGS ARK PLANTED. 
In planting, a back farrow four feet wide 
is thrown up for a bed, and when well pul­ 
verized the cuttings are set in a sigle row, 
as shown in the cut, at a distance from 
each other of twelve inches. 
They can be 
planted at any season of the year if the 
land is moist, but the most favorable time 
to plant is early in the spring. 
I t com­ 
mences to grow almost immediately after 
planting, and under 
favorable circum­ 
stances branches an inch in length have 
been known to grow in twenty days. 
The 
same care should be accorded as is given to 
ordinary trees or vines, keeping the soil 
loose and free from weeds. 


IN CONCLUSION. 


A s a result of its investigation, th e 
R eco rd-L x ió n can safely recom m end th e

than a thimble, and is a beautiful scarlet 
in color. 
It grows in clusters close to the 
main stem, and remains many months 
alter ripening, giving the plant a very 
beautiful appearance. 
It blossoms when 
quite young, and the hedge shown in the 
cut, though but two years old, was thickly 
studded with fruit. 


ADAPTED FOR PRACTICAL U SE . 
A gentleman engaged in looking after 
stock interests th at required a consider­ 
able portion of his time on the plains of 
Texas, noticing the unanim ity by which 
the plant was shunned by all m anner of 
beasts, 
notw ithstanding 
its 
exceeding 
beauty, conceived the notion of putting it 
to practical use by converting it into a 
hedge. 
H e im m ediately set about experi­ 
menting, at the same tim e filing in the 
i atent Office at W ashington a caveat, as 
prelim inary to an application for a patent, 
should the result prove satisfactory. 
The cactus under cultivation grew far 
better than was ever anticipated, and 
in a short time proved itself such an 
unqualified success th at letters 
patent 
were asked for under the head of “ Im ­ 
provement in hedges,’< and the patent 
wi« issued as applied for on February 7, 
1882. 
The specifications annexed to the 
patent descriiie it as the Bush Cactus, and 
cover every ¡tossible form by which it 
could be advantageously put to use. 


METHOD 
ADOPTED 
FOR 
ITS 
GENERAL 
INTRODUCTION. 
In order to bring it into general use a 
joint stock company was formed, 
and 
nurseries established at various points 
throughout the south and southwest for 
the 
propagation 
of cuttings. 
County 
rights were sold and branch nurseries 
established nntil every farmer in the 
most remote nook and corner of the whole 
section could avail him self of what is 
there considered to lie a public benefac­ 
tion. 
l'fcous.mJs of enthusiastic testimo­ 
nials and newspaper notices bear evidence 
ot the favor with which it is regarded in 
the territory where it was first introduced 
and is best known. 


EXPERIMENTS IN CALIFORNIA. 
The proprietors having faith in the 
adaptability of the hedge to such condi­ 
tions as are ¡.eculiar to California climate, 
determ ined to still further extend the field 
of experim ent, and accordingly in the 
month of A pril, 1887, planted a hedge 
around a forty-acre tract located seven 
nnles southeast of Fresno, at th at tim e the 
property of W illiam W ilkinson. 
It was 
this hedge th at was examined by the 
w riter, and of w hich the accompanying 
cut is an exact representation. 
Soon after the hedge wa* planted the 
place was sold to a gentleman in Los An­ 
geles, by whom .it was placed in the hands. 


Texas cactus as being entitled to considera­ 
tion, and an experim ental trial at the hands 
of farmers and real estate owners, as afford­ 
ing promise for the solution of th e vexed 
questions of producing both a reliable and 
rabbi t-proof fence, and as an economical 
factor in the fencing of lands where tim ­ 
ber is constantly growing scarcer and 
dearer.

B r ie f S k etch o f th e

A u stria-H u n gary. 
W a sh in g t o n, March 20th.—Frederick D. 
Grant, who was to-day nom inated to be 
Minister to Austria-Hungary, is 39 years of 
age and the oldest son of General” Grant. 
He accompanied his father during the war. 
and was in five battles before he was 13 
vears old. H e was a Lieutenant in the 
Fourth Cavalry when he resigned from the 
arm y in 1876, having seen m uch active 
service in Indian campaigns. W hile in the 
service he married 
Miss 
Ida 
Honoré, 
daughter of an old citizen of Chicago, and 
has two children, a boy and a girl. Since 
General G rant’s death Colonel Grant has 
resided with his m other and cared for her 
estate. 


NO T A N EAST 
PLA C E. 


F red G rant W as N ot Q ualified for th e 
C h in ese M ission. 
W a sh in g to n, March 
20th.— President 
Harrison treated the politicians to a sur­ 
prise to-day when he nominated Colonel 
Fred Grant to be Minister to Austria. 
Grant was an applicant for the Chinese 
mission. H e was indorsed for this place 
by Senator Stanford, George W. Childs and 
A. J. Drexel of Philadelphia, and by old 
friends of General Grant throughout the 
country. The reason that he was not given 
this post was simply because of his unfit­ 
ness to fill the place. The diplomatic rela­ 
tions existing between the United States 
and China are at the present time of the 
most delicate nature. The Im perial Gov­ 
ernm ent is displeased with the action of 
Congress In excluding Mongolians from 
the United States. The Viceroy thinks 
that the treaty obligations were violated by 
the Scott bill, which ignored the outstand­ 
ing certificates of the right of Chinese to 
return to this country. 
A claim for damages has been presented 
to the State Departm ent by the Chinese 
Minister for the wreck of several Chinese 
laundries and dwellings in Milwaukee, 
where the white people took sum mary 
vengeance upon the Chinese because two 
of their num ber had ruined about twenty 
little w hite girls of the place. 
Not long ago the Chinese at Chin Kiang 
looted the United States Consulate and de­ 
stroyed the lives and property of American 
missionaries in that city. 
A bill of dam a­ 
ges for this outrage will undoubtedly be 
presented to China. 
Besides the necessity 
for the appointm ent of a lawyer, as well as 
a skilled diplomatist, to deal with these 
questions, our Minister to China acts as In ­ 
ternational Judge at Pekin, and Colonel 
G rant did not possess the requisite qualifi­ 
cations for the place. 
He was told this, 
and gladly accepted the Austrian Mission, 
which is one of the most desirable on the 
continent, and where the Minister has very 
little to do. 
New York thus receives tbe 
French and Austrian Missions, and can 
hardly expect anything further in the dip­ 
lomatic service, excepting such Consulates 
as may fall to her share. 


W H IT E L A W

H is H b m e R u le A d vocacy P reven ted H is 
G oing to E n glan d . 
W ashington, March 20th.—It is learned 
that the nomination of Reid as Minister to 
France was entirely unsolicited either by 
him or his friends.

W a sh in g to n, March 20th.—The absurd­ 
ity of the stories recently published about 
eohn C. New of Indianapolis having ceased 
to hold friendly relations with President 
Harrison was proven to-day when New's 
nom ination to be Consul-General at Lon­ 
don was sent to the Senate. T hat office, 
w ith its salary and fees, is worth about 
$15,00U per annnm , nearly double that of 
any Cabinet officer. 
The Consul is not 
required to perform the social duties of a 
Minister, ana he can make his living ex­ 
penses just w hat he pleases. 
New has 
been for years the editor of the Indianap­ 
olis Journal and a warm friend and sup­ 
porter of General Harrison.

1 he State Board of Trade -is moving in 
a new, and right direction, from which we 
may reasonably look for gooi results. It 
is proposed to establish agencies at the 
East to represent the Board, and around 
which shall be built up permanent Cali­ 
fornia exhibitions. 
Y\ hy not ? Business 
houses of the country adopted that plan 
for the forwarding of their own interests, 
years ago. Thus, we now have at many 
of the European trade centers commercial 
exhibits of the business and manufactures 
of the United States. A few years ago 
our Government adopted the plan of hav­ 
ing onr Consuls at .prominent points set up 
and supervise exhibitions of American 
wares, such as our manufacturers could be 
induced to forward. In a brief time the 
plan expanded for the admission of food 
product exhibits also, and now, at many of 
our Consulates, American producers and 
manufacturers maintain sample exhibits. 
The plan of the State Board of Trade 
moves upon much the same plane, but is, 
of eonrse, local, and addresses itself solely 
to the task of proving our claims by object 
lessons for one thing, and to fortifying our 
published invitatious by jiersonal aud re­ 
putable representatives at the East. Thus, 
the Eastern citizen who desires detailed 
information will be able to hold personal 
interviews with a California agent located 
at the h^st, and who is recognized in his 
locality as a responsible person, in whom 
confidence may be reposed. 
The scheme will insure also, as the pro­ 
jector of it suggests, a wise and satisfactory 
distribution of the literature we now com­ 
pile >ind print to broaden the intelligence 
of the East upon the resources and the 
general claims of the State. It is a fact 
about which there need be no conceal­ 
ment, that fully one-lialf of the distribu­ 
tion we now secure is waste of energy and 
money. It is indiscriminate, and there­ 
fore cannot be otherwise than largelv re- 
sultles8. 
But with, say a dozen estab­ 
lished agencies, the matter we send East 
will be placed where and as most needed, 
and will go into hands we most desire to 
receive it. 
The scheme lias another strong 
feature that does not appear to have been 
mentioned at the meeting where the mat­ 
ter was discussed—it will very effectually 
block the private real estate agencies that 
have no other aim than to dispose of lands 
to the credulous and impressionable peo­ 
ple, regardless of quality or fitness to the 
needs of the purchasers, who too often 
sutler severely for their trustfulness. With 
reputable State Board agencies in the 
East, nearly all sorts of “ boom ” and 
swindling schemes can be brought to grief, 
an end most devoutly to be desired. There 
are other considerations favoring the new 
projiosition that suggest themselves. It is 
on the whole one of the best and most 
easily practicable plans for furthering 
California interests that has been brought 
forward. 


T h e appointment o f Mr. Whitelaw 
Reid to a first-class foreign mission is ap­ 
propriate, and assures a representation of 
the United .States at the Capital o f the 
French Republic o f which we have reason 
to believe the nation will be proud. 
We 
do not know how Mr. Reid may view it, 
but if we were to have choice, the prefer­ 
ence would be to represent the greatest 
of Republics at the seat of government of 
the second greatest of Republics, rather 
than to be accredited to the court of a 
monarchy. Mr. Reid is an accoiunlished 
gentleman, a patriotic citizen and a dis­ 
creet politician—qualifications that should 
distinguish every Minister of this Govern­ 
ment. 


G l a d s t o n e’s victory may well alarm 
the Administration party in England ; if 
it does not very speedily succeed in restor­ 
ing confidence in it on the part of the 
people, it will be put upon the move to 
retiracy. No one who intelligently reads 
the signs of the times can fail to see that 
Uie popularity of Mr. Gladstone is fast 
focusing upon his recall to the Premier­ 
ship.

SHADE TREES. 


Let the Good Work of Planting Them 
Proceed. 
The great activity in planting shade trees 
along the streets of Sacramento which was 
displayed a year ago has not been w it­ 
nessed the present season on account of 
the discouragement felt at the presence of 
the destructive cottony cushion scale. The 
tendency has been rather to trim back and 
cut down trees, in the work of exterm inat­ 
ing pests, than to pnt out further plantings. 
The work of tree-planting should not, 
however, be abandoned, for while there 
may be great difficulty in entirely dispos­ 
ing of the cottony cushion scale, and it 
m ight not be wise to plant the varieties of 
trees which this scale most infest, still 
there are m any kinds of most desirable 
shade and ornam ental trees which are 
proof against the attacks of the eottony 
cushion scale, or which are not much inter­ 
fered with by them . Among these are the 
pepper tree, for which the pests have no 
inclination ; the cork-bark elm—entirely 
free from m olestation; eucalyptus, or blue 
gum ; Carolina poplar, soft or silver maple, 
um brella tree, Monterey pine and Mon­ 
terey cypress. 
In addition to these the sour orange, or 
wild orange of Florida, has thus far been 
very little interfered with by the cottony 
cushion scale, being bitter and uncongen­ 
ial, evidently, to their taste. The supply 
of this kind of orange trees which was 
brought here last spring, was in very poor 
condition, and most of them failed to grow, 
but where a tree is found alive it shows a 
strong growth, rich, waxy foliage and the 
promise of a rapid growing and highly 
ornam ental shade tree. It nurtures a finely 
shaped top, and bears prolificlv, the fruit 
being very iarge and tem pting in appear­ 
ance, but so sour and bitter in flavor as to 
never tem pt the taste a second lime, and to 
protect the fruit from encroachm ent and 
sam pling of bugs and boys. This tree, 
unlike the sweet orange, stands a great 
am ount of cold w ithout noticeable iDjury 
and in every way bears evidence of being 
very hardy. 
The shade trees of Sacramento, which 
have become forest-like in some portions 
of the city, are a just source of pride to our 
people, but the planting needs to be greatly 
extended, and the ground is now in a most 
adm irable condition for that purpose, and 
it is the most favorable season of the year. 
The kinds of trees which are not injured 
by the pests referred to are sufficiently 
numerous to perm it of quite a range from 
which to choose, and all persons whose lot 
fronts are not already set with shade or 
ornam ental trees should not let the plant­ 
ing season pass w ithout attending to this 
work. The cost is but little, while the 
improved appearance given to premises 
and the city by judicious tree planting is 
very, *' et, and tbe tem perature in sum mer 
is also much modified tnereby. 
l’robably most of the varieties of trees 
uaiued above can be found at any of tbe 
Sacramento nurseries, and a good supply 
of fine sour orange trees is also to be 
found here at the present time.

Purpose of the examining Commission— 
Engineer Hall Interviewed. 
The Governor yesterday signed Assembly 
Bill 595, “ An Act to provide for the ap­ 
pointm ent of an E xam ining Commission 
on Rivers and Harbors, defining their 
powers and duties, and prescribing their 
compensation.” 
Under this law the Gov­ 
ernor is required to “ appoint three com­ 
petent engineers, in good standing in their 
profession, to be known and called the 
“ E xam ining Commission of Rivers and 
H arbors.” to hold office until January, 
1891. 
This Commission is directed to 
m ake an exam ination of the condition of 
the San Joaquin and Sacramento rivers, to 
formulate some general plan for their im ­ 
provement, and to m ake estimates on the 
cost of snch work, with the view of bring­ 
ing the whole m atter before Congress, and 
securing from that body such large appro­ 
priations as will effect a betterm ent of our 
rivers as flood-carrying channels. 
It was learned during the day that the 
Governor had appointed State Engineer 
W m. H am . H all and Mr. P. A. H um bert, 
civil engineer at the State dam and canal 
works a t Folsom, as members of this 
Board, and a Record Union reporter sought 
out the former engineer, to interview him 
on the subject of the law and w hat was 
proposed under it. 
ENGINEER HALL’S VIEWS. 
Mr. H all acknowledged that be had 
heard of his appointm ent, but he had not 
received any commission as yet. H e dis­ 
claimed most emphatically having had 
anything to do with or any knowledge of 
the origin of the movement. H e did not 
know that such a bill had been introduced 
until it was on final passage in the Assem­ 
bly, and had nothing whatever to do in 
furthering it until he was requested to 
help it on final passage in the Senate. H e 
did then take hold and helped to get votes 
for it, and finally secured its printing in 
tim e to be signed by the legislative officers 
just before adjournm ent. 
“ I know,” said the engineer in reply to 
questions, "th at the law is defective, and is 
very broad in the possibilities of its appli­ 
cation, and I can only say that I should 
not have drawn nor presented such a bill 
myself—not that I think there is harm in 
it, but that operation under it is likely to 
be impeded because of its defects and be­ 
cause those who would abuse the use them ­ 
selves of such a law if they had the oppor­ 
tunity, will probably not be able to realize 
that others will not take advantage of such 
opportunity. 
"Speaking for myself, I shall certainly not, 
if named on this Commission, consent to 
any attem pt at considerable expenditure 
by it. There is no necessity for such ex­ 
penditure. I take it that the object is to 
make a showing and a pull before com m it­ 
tees of Congress to get large appropriations 
made for these rivers. It would be useless 
to get up elaborate and detail plans and 
estimates, for these would have to be and 
would be revised by the officers who would 
have the spending of the money. The 
work of this tem porary State Commission 
will have to be of a general nature, based 
on information already acquired, and now 
in the office of the State Engineer. There 
is in that office a very excellent survey of 
the two rivers in question. This Commis­ 
sion should use that data as the basis of its 
work. There should be some comprehen­ 
sive maps made to exhibit the entire val­ 
leys on a goodjarge scale, and these, with 
general estimates and a discussion of the 
problems involved and an account of the 
interests at stake, should be taken to W ash­ 
ington. There our delegation in Congress 
should be enlightened as to plans, etc., and 
helped to understand the whole subject, and 
the Commission and the delegation should 
persistently urge the m atter before com­ 
mittees and with the individual members 
of Congress, until something is done to 
save these streams. 
" It is absurd to talk of leaving this alto­ 
gether to our delegation in Congress, with­ 
out the aid which some such Commission 
can render. 
Our Government does not 
improve rivers as flood carrying channels 
except in the single instance of the lower 
Mississippi, which is under a special Com­ 
mission. 
The work of the United States 
engineers is specially directed to the im ­ 
proving of low water navigation, and the 
constructions and treatm ent of streams for 
this purpose more often do harm to them 
as flood carrying channels than they do 
good. The Sacramento and Feather rivers 
have never been improved or attempted to 
be improved as flood water ways by the 
general Government. Nor will they ever 
be until there is a special law and an ex­ 
ception made of them, as in the case of 
the lower Mississippi. 
“ The plans of the arm y engineers in 
charge cf the river improvements in this 
State do not contemplate the im provement 
of the streams except as to low-water navi 
gation. Our delegation in Congress have 
not, and cannot get, except by special en­ 
actment, the data upon which to ask for 
large appropriations to make these rivers 
carry their floods. The arm y engineers 
have not at this time the information on 
which to base such plans definitely. There 
is far more information in the State E n­ 
gineer’s office on this score than there is in 
the United States Engineer’s oflice. The 
United States Engineers will not andean 
not go and explain these matters before 
Congressmen and Congressional Commit­ 
tees, and our delegation can not be ex­ 
pected to study these matters up for them ­ 
selves and present them as this State Com 
mission can present them. 
“ The passage of the special law under 
which the perm anent Mississippi River 
Commission is organized was secured by 
just such a movem ent on the part of the 
States from the Ohio to the Gulf as this 
State has now inaugurated. 
“ Personally, I shall hope to do good 
service in this cause in W ashington, and I 
believe very much good can be etlected. 
" I do not know who the other Commis­ 
sioners are to be, but sincerely hope they 
will be not only good, strong men, but 
those who will have the tim e to properly 
attend to the duties of the Commission. 
“ Of course there must be some public 
discussion of the subject before any final 
recommendations are made, and I suppose 
that the Commission will ask to meet the 
leading men of the valley in convention, 
or some such way. I believe there is a 
River Association in this valley, and prob­ 
ably it would be a good plan to have it 
meet and discuss m atters with the Com­ 
m ission.”

Sergeant Barwick Graphically Describes 
the Electric Display. 
Sergeant Barwick evidently enjoyed the 
tremendous thunder-storm th at visited the 
city night before last. 
H e felt its pulse, 
counted the flashes of lightning and peals 
of thunder, and m arked them down with 
accuracy. H is report upon the phenom ena 
is as follows : 
The fine and heavenly electrical Dyro 
technic display on Tuesday night, between 
8:55 and 9:39 o'clock, has not been equaled 
since last September during fair week, when 
there were three electrical storms in 36 
hours. The one of Tuesday night appears 
to have continued for a longer period than 
any other, 'lbere were twelve flashes seen 
aud twelve peals of thunder heard by the 
Signal Service Observer, divided as follows: 
8:55 p. M„ 9:03, 9:09. 9:12, 9:13. 9.18. 9:23, 
9:27, 9:33,9:o6and 9:39. Theloudestthtinder 
aud most vivid flash of forked or zizzag 
lightning occurred at 9:12 p m , when the 
stortu was nearly overhead. It cam efiom 
tbe southwest, and traveled towards the 
northeast. 
D aring the display Observer 
Barwick statis that he was upon the roof 
of the Signal Office building, breathing in 
the health-giving oxidizing and odorous 
ozone, which, mingled with the many and 
varied sweet smelling 
flowers of Sacra­ 
mento, produced a ptmgency to the air that 
was easier inhaled than described. 
The Allwise and Suprem e Being who 
rules over us seat this purifying electrical 
storm to bring back to its original purity 
the air as it hovers over the Capital City. 
Ozone is one of the best disiniec.ing 
agents known, and by its presence in large 
and excessive quantities causes influenza 
and other throat troubles. 
The rainiall, which began a few minutes 
before the electric lightning lit up the 
broad canopy of heaven, am ounted to .70 
of an inch, m aking for this m onth 6 24 
inches and for the year 6.72, giving a total 
for the season ot 16 18 inches, as against 
10 06 inches to a corresponding date last 
year. The rainfall for the twenty-four 
hours eudiDg at 5 a. m. was : For Roseburg, 
Or., .02 of an inch; Red Bluff, .90; Sacra­ 
mento, .70, and San Francisco, OS of an 
inch. 
The barom eter at the above hour 
was lowest in Oregon and highest in Cali­ 
fornia, insuring a continuation of southerly 
winds. 
The wind during thestorm Tuesday night 
in this city reached a m axim um velocity of 
twenty-four miles per hour, and as the 
storm of lightning and thunder passed 
away the velocity of the wind decreased to 
six or eight miles per hour. 
The highest aud lowest tem perature yes­ 
terday was 59° and 44°, with generally fair 
weather. The barometer is rising rapidly, 
and read at 5 p. m. 30.20 inches.

General 
M anager of theS outheru Pacific Railway, 
came up to-day from the City of Mexico 
and crossed over from Juarec to this city. 
H untington said: 
“ I will h a te the best transcontinental 
line, and will m ake all needed improve­ 
m ents. 
Thic year a large expenditure will 
be made. If I can get moderate American 
prices I will use iron ties for my entire sys­ 
tems.
